The Movements of General Mahone and His 
Alliee—Oameron but « Shadow of His Mas- 
ter—Riddleberger's Mistake—The 
Doubtfal Chances of Lewis. 


Ricumosp, Jane 7.—Mr. Mahone left the | 


city for his home in Petersbarg, after a 
week’s stay in the city managing the aflairs 
of his party convention. Heis uandoubt- 
edly well satisfied with the ticket. Specu- 
lation id now rife as to what the democrats 
and regular republicans will do. The state 
democratic convention will not meet unti! 
August 4. The man now most prominently 
mentioned in connection with the demo- 
cratic nomination is General William H. 
Payne, of Fauquier, who has never held 
any state office, save that of member 
ofthe house of delegates from his coun- 
ty. He was a brigadier general in 
the confederate army and is a brother of 
Captain Payne, of Indian wariare fame. He 
is undoubtedly the firat choice. Tne second 
choice appears to be General Fitzhug. Lee, 
the famous confederate cavalry ieader. He 
was a prominent candidate before the con- 
vention of 1877, and it was the combi ion 
of the Lee and John W. Daniel forces » Sich 
defeated Mahone when he came before that 
convention for the bauor he now desi: cs be- 


| stowed on his friend Cameron.

| Goode-claim that he is entitied to the oflice 


and he will undoubtedly have a strong tol- 
lowing. The claims of another element

This is the reformed readjusters, as they 
are sometimes derisively termed now by 
the Mabone men, and include those who 
declined to vote for the Mahone read- 
uster electoral ticket last fall, but worked 
for the regular democratic ticket. 
The claims of three _emgrog of this 


stripe will be pressed. H. C. Ailen, who 
was elected by the anivunte rs speaker of 
the house of delegates in 1877-8; Dr. 8. H. 
Moffett, an original readjuster, also knewn 
over the country as the inventor of the 
much talked of Moflett liquor bell-punch. 
The third gent is Mr. James Barbour, the 
author of the first readjuster bill ever 
adopted. It is very probable that one of 
these gentlemen will have the second place 
on the ticket, 

The canvass will be a hot one. Not only 
will the leading Virginia democrats take 
the field, but they will call on many 
of the national democrats, Bayard, 
Hill, deck, Voorhees asd _ others 
being expected, and Ben Hill, of 
Georgia, will cross swords with Mahone 
again and the ability of the two as stump 
speakers be tested, while the readjusters will 
seek the assistance of such men as Conk- 

ling, Dawes, Hoar and Logan. It is under- 
stood that Mahone will have the support of 
Grant and the effort will be made by him to 
vet Grant in Virginia during the canvass, as 
ne thinks it would have a powerful effect 
on the negroes. 

it is stated that having made up his ticket 
satisfactorily to himself Mahone will return 
to Washington and have an interview with 
Gartield and urge the claims of the read- 
juster ticket to the support of the adminis 
tration. Itis probable that in this inter- 
view Mahone will intimate that in certain 
contingencies the republican nominee on 
the ticket, Lewis for lieutenant governor, 
may be elected as the successor of Senator 
Johnston. Itis asserted that one reason for 
Blaine’s obstinate opposition to Mahone is 
that he sees that his most ardent republi- 

can supporters in Virginia were original 
Grant men. 

—Jt is believed that the introduction of 
the name oi Riddleberger in the convention } 
was a great misiake on the part of his 
friends, and has hurt him no little. 

tiddieberger’s friends dssert that the nom 

ination of John F. Lewis for the second 
place on the ticket was 4 great mistake, as 
that nominee cannot command the strength 
of the larger democratic counties of the val 
ley and southwest. His long identification 
with and conspicuous position in the repub 
lican party of this state is likely to make 
him repugnant to the so called democratic 
readjusters. It is believed that Milnes, a 
wealthy manufacturer and substantial busi- 
ness man of the Shenandvah valley, would 
have been far more acceptable to this 
class, and his independent course 
in politics heretofore would have recom- 
mended him to the republicans. It is 
doubtful, however, whether thi+ gentleman 
would have permitted his name to have 
been used on the readjusters’ ticket. It 
had been well unoderstood ail aiobg that 
Lewis was to have the second place on tbe 
readjuster ticket, It 1s pelieved, however 
that his acceptance of the empty honor has 
iD part been influenced b, some tacit if not 
weil-understood arrangement with readjus 
ter leaders locking to senatoria’ honors 
Certain itis that Lewis’s close f¥iends in 
the past few days here stated that he would 

uot permit the use of his name for lieuten- 
ant govercor, 

The nomination of Blair for attorney 
venera!l had been conceded ali along, and no 
upposition was made to it.

——W. C. Cameron, the nominee of the 
readjusters, was born in Petersburg, 
November 29, 1842, descended from one of 
ihe oldest families in Virginia on his 
mother’s side, and from William Byrd, of 
ihe great Westover estates. Cameron is 
now serving his third term as mayor of 
Petersburg, thecity of Mahone’s residence. 
He entered the confederate army 
when a mere venth. and rose rapidly 
to adjutant-general of the brigade 
in which Mahone laid the foundation 
qf his military reputation, and thus be- 
gan the intimacy between Cameron and 
Mahone. After the war Cameron took an 
ective interest in the politics of his native 
state, and, though young, became one of 
ihe prominent mem bersot the conservative 
party of Virginia, and he made himself 
couspicuous by his opposition to what was 
known as the radical republican party. 
Drifting into journalism, he became editor 
of the Petersburg Appeal, and was soon 
involyed in an editorial controverey 
with Mr. Robert W. Hughes, 
then editor of the repubiican 
crgan, the State Journal. They fought a 
dguelin 1870,in which Cameron was shot 
through the beliy. Until the split in the 
conservative party caused by the defeat of 
Mahone in the gubernatorial convention of 
isii, at which time Cameron weat with 
Mahone, he wasa prominent member of the 
conservative party. He was active in en 
deavorving ‘o secure the election of 
William E. Hinto», the unsuccessful 
conservative nominee for congress 
against Joseph Jorgenson, the present in- 
cumbent. Cameron’s position on the debt 
question is embodied in the Riddileberger 
bill, which puts the state debt at $20,000, BOO 
as against the debt-payers’ estimate of $33,- 
000,000. The nominee has been reporter, 
correspondent and editor since the war, and 
is something of a poet and musician,

GENERAL LEDUC’S RETIREMENT, 


The Commissioner Indulges in a Rose- 
ate View of His Public Services. 
Washington Post. 

“On the ist of July I will hand the de- 
partment of egriculture over to Dr Loring 
and retire to my farm in Minnesota, and 
it.e>-sratification to me that the good 
%.i1shs i have pushed forward will go on 
under the control ofa gentleman of science 
and ability—not into the bands of a mere 
politician, with no love for the practical 
sciences,”’ 

General LeDuc, the speaker, was in his 
cozy oflice, soon to know him no more for- 
ever, wrestling with a couple of hungry 
applicants foremployment. 

“IT will probably go to California in the 
fall,’’ continued the general, ‘‘but now I am 
more interested in the government’s sor-~ 
gbum patch.. The crop is growing finely; 
there are 1350 acres in cultivation, and it will 
be ready for harvest the latter part of Au- 
gust. The depariment has established the 
fact that sorghum sugar isa success; the 
only thing now is to make its production 
better and more profitable. W hy, five times 
asmuch sorghum cane has been planted 
this year as last year. The fourth crop from 
to day will see the United States free from 
any dependence on foreign sugars. We 
have 50,000, 000 of consumers in the country, 
and each mouth demands forty-two pounds 
of sugar.’ 

“How about the tea farm, and the jute 
and ramie fibers, and the silk worm’”’ 

“T regard the sugar question the most 
important. Then comes the tea question. 
At the government's tea farm some forty 
acres are in cu'tivation, and the seed is 
coming up finely. It will be three years 
before the plants are large enough for 
picking. Itis ascived problem+that we 
can raise on American soil atea that will 
compete successfully in the markets of 
the world, and that will save us an 
annua! tribute to foreigners of 
$22,000 000~—s Ass to the silk enlture, it must 
bea success. itcan be successfully raised 
wherever the mulberry or osage orage flour 
ishes. This industry will give desirable 
employment to thousands upon thousands 
of women, childrenand men unfitted for 
hard work. As to the jate and ramie fiber 
interest, an impetus has been given to its 
cultivation on American soil that is sure, 
in due time, to secure our freedom from an 
annual tribute of $10,000,000 to India and 
other heathen lands.”’ 

“Can yon think of any other great ser- 
vices that will c'ing to the garments of 
your four years’ guidance of the agricul- 
tural bureau ?’’ 

“Well,” modestly drolled the good-na- 
tured commissioner, “let us meander to the 
meadows and take a look at the live stock. 
How fat and happy they are; bow free from 
disease. The good done by the discovery 
and circulation of remedies for the cure 
and prevention of diseases of animals can-
